In the interview of 22 March 2006, Applicant's representative was informed by the 
Examiner that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph were removed and that the 
status of claim 5 was changed to objected to as being based on a rejected claim. Claim 5 was of 
scope including the details of claims 1 and 4. Proposed new claim 1 only additionally includes 
the subject matter of claim 5. Previously, no claim having the scope of proposed claim 1 was 
considered for the record and new consideration of such is deemed to be more than nominal. 
Additionally, subject matter having the scope of proposed claim 1 was never indicated as being 
allowed. As well as not being previously considered, proposed claim 1 would necessitate new 
indefiniteness rejections. Further, the proposed changes to claims 6 and 15 also provide a claim 
scope not previously considered for the record, thus, requiring further search and/or 
consideration.
